To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Crewkcrne  Urban  District 


Gentlemen , 

I hive  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report 
for  1940.  War  conditions,  in  particular  evacuation,  hive  forced 
us  to  accept  temporarily  a certain  amount  of  overcrowding, 
respite  this,  there  has  been  no  extensive  epidermic  of  infectious 
disease.  There  has  been  some  increase  in  the  prevalence  of 
Scabies  and  verminous  conditions,  and  these  are  being  vigorously 
tackl ed . 


The  Hostel  for  evacuated  children  was  opened  on 
June  14th,  1940,  t the  Speedwell  Club  Huilcings.  207  chilare  were 
accommodated  during  the  year.  The  Hostel  was  originally  for  both 
sexes  and  was,  at  times,  overcrowded  owing  to  lack  of  other 
accommodation.  It  is  proposed  in  future  that  Chard  Hostel  sh  11 
accommodate  girls  and  Crewkeme  Hostel  boys. 

The  Eastern  Outfall  sewage  Works  have-  come  in  for 
some  criticism  but,  at  present,  no  major  changes  hive  been 

recommended • 


There  his  been  no  notable  change  in  the  adrainia- 

tration  of  Air  Ibxid  Precaution  services.  Casualty  services  are 
based  primarily  on  Crewkeme  Hospital  v/ith  Yeovil,  Taunton  and 
other  Hoa  itals  in  support,  if  necessary.
